RELIEF REQUESTED 

Applicants request that the holding of abandonment be withdrawn. The subject 
application was abandoned for failure to reply to the Office Action mailed November 6, 2006. 
FACTS 

1 . A Power of Attorney was filed in the subject application on May 1 8, 2004 to 
thirty-three registered attorneys or agents of Edwards & Angell LLP. Exhibit 1. 

2. A Revocation and Power of Attorney to Banner & Witcoff LTD, Customer No. 
22907 was filed August 28, 2006. Exhibit 2. 

3. The Patent and Trademark Office sent a notice of non-acceptance of the Power of 
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Attorney to Edwards & Angell LLP on September 14, 2006. The notice was 
returned as undeliverable by the U.S. Postal Service. Exhibit 3. 

4. The Patent and Trademark Office did not send a notice of non-acceptance to 
Banner & Witcoff who had filed the Power of Attorney. 

5. The Patent and Trademark Office issued an Office Action on November 16, 2006, 
mailing it to Edwards & Angell LLP. Exhibit 4. 

6. The Office Action was returned as undeliverable by the U.S. Postal Service on 
November 29, 2006. The notice was posted to the Patent and Trademark Office 
Image File Wrapper. Exhibit 5. 

7. Thus the Office Action was not received by Edwards & Angell LLP or Banner & 
Witcoff LTD. 

8. During a routine status check on PAIR on February 26, 2007, Banner & Witcoff 
noticed the November 6, 2006 Office Action and its return as undeliverable. 

9. Banner & Witcoff LTD repeatedly contacted the examiner by telephone to inform 
him that we had not received the Office Action and that the statutory time for 
responding had expired. Banner & Witcoff LTD asked if the time period could be 
restarted. On March 5, 2007, Examiner Montanari indicated that he would indeed 
reissue the office action. Examiner Montanari informed Banner & Witcoff LTD 
that the Office Action had not been addressed to it even though a Power of 
Attorney to it had been filed. Examiner Montanari explained that the Power of 
Attorney had not been accepted because a statement under 3.73(b) had not been 
submitted. 

10. Applicants submitted a Statement Under 37 C.F.R. 3.73(b) and A Power of 
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Attorney on June 13, 2007. Exhibit 6. 

1 1 . The Power of Attorney was accepted June 26, 2007 and received notice of the 
acceptance on July 2, 2007. Exhibit 7. 

12. The Patent and Trademark Office mailed a Notice of Abandonment July 3, 2007. 
Exhibit 8. 

13. Banner & Witcoff LTD repeatedly contacted the examiner by telephone and by e- 
mail in July and August to see if the abandonment could be withdrawn without 
filing a petition, due to its reliance on the examiner's representation the Office 
Action would be reissued. 

14. On August 28, 2007, Examiner Montanari informed applicants that a petition was 
required. 

REASONS TO GRANT PETITION 

Applicants did not receive the Office Action until after the expiration of the three-month 
statutory period for response. When the Office Action was discovered, the Patent Examiner 
informed the Applicants that the Office Action would be reissued. Applicants relied on the 
examiner's representation that the Office Action would be reissued. In addition, Applicants 
believed that the statutory period for responding to the November 16, 2006 Office Action could 
not be running, because the Patent and Trademark Office's own records indicated that the Office 
Action had not been successfully delivered, but had instead been returned to the Patent and 
Trademark Office. 

In view of the foregoing facts and reasons, Applicants request that the holding of 
abandonment be withdrawn so that prosecution on the merits can proceed.
